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The blue wave signifies the seas connecting the islands of Marinduque, 
Mindoro and Romblon of MIMAROPA Region. The background reflects those of 
the pattern of the precious marbles and marble products of Romblon province. 
The vivid repetitive ethnic pattern represents the design of Mangyan textiles 
evident in their woven products and their rich culture whilst the Morion icon 
represents the totality of the culture, arts and history of the island province of 
Marinduque. 

The theme “GDCE 2021: Championing New Normal Education, Reshaping 
Filipino ImagiNation" testifies the span of the GDCE program during the present 
time of pandemic. The global health crisis has been a challenge for the program 
yet it has been overcome by its GDCE teacher-scholars who are now full-pledged 
cultural warriorsand frontliners. 
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THE GRADUATE DIPLOMA IN 
CULTURAL EDUCATION 


Strongly aligned with the program objectives of the Philippine Cultural Education Program 





(PCEP), the 24-unit program of Graduate Diploma in Cultural Education (GDCE) offers scholarship 
opportunities for 30 to 35 region-based public elementary and high school teachers in the core 
subject areas (Science, Mathematics, Social Studies and English and Filipino Languages) to undergo a 
two-semester intensive training. Designed as an in-service residential program, the scholarship 
covers a total of 432 hours (8 subjects for 2 semesters) of intensive training designed to integrate 
functional understanding of the local and national history, culture, heritage and the arts into the five 
core subject areas - Social Sciences, Languages, Science, Math and MAPEH. It requires its 
participants to produce researches on local history, reflection papers, and group and individual 
lesson exemplars on culture-based basic education. 

The NCCA-PCEP will cover only the scholarship of the two-semester 24-unit (8 Subjects) 
postbaccalaureate program divided into Level I and Level Il which offers foundation and major 
courses to enhance the students’ understanding of the basic theories, processes and applications of 
arts, culture, heritage in the culture-based teaching of the basic education curriculum. 

In this time of pandemic, NCCA-PCEP has been supporting the overall effort of the 
Philippine government to address the COVID-19 crisis by making informed, coordinated, and 
proportionate response, and adopting crucial policies to ensure continuity of quality education 
amidst the challenges of this crisis, hence the need to adjust the usual GDCE calendar. 

Following the quarantine protocols, both CulEd Faculty and Scholars shall not report 
physically to their respective campus. HEIs will be allowed to implement the project provided 
that there will be no face-to-face classes until their area is allowed to open physically. 

Given the differing circumstances and capacities by scholars and households to cope 
with the new modalities of learning, some scholars may be left behind. Thus, efforts to 
provide remediation and enhancement activities shall also be given more attention. 
Faculty members are instructed to exhaust all possible means to assist the students 


In order for them to acquire the learning outcomes and pass their course.

NCCA PCEP is on the same page, the education landscape is 
changingand we need to reshape the Filipino Imagination aswell. 

Having this context in mind, NCCA PCEP has integrated modules for blended learningand eventual face to face 
instruction as GDCE along with the rest of our programs transition to a better normal. NCCA PCEP is very glad to gain 
support and commitment to the flagship PCEP project such as GDCE with your conduit institution in making Philippine 
Culture as the core of teaching, learningand pedagogy. NCCA PCEP is indeed hopeful and grateful for the immediate 
future, when NCCA PCEP can pivot in offering other certificate/ diploma courses for both current and future needs of 
our dear Teacher-Scholars. 

It was really an uphill battle with the next steps not only for GDCE but NCCA PCEP asa whole, with the 
institutionalization of the changes like the typology and the seguencing of the courses: CulEd 205: Issues in Cultural 
Education which used to be CulEd 208.

Besides the agile modules, 
reinvigorated courses, the schedule wasalso modified from summer to the first semester. With the Volatile, Uncertain, 
Complex and Ambiguoussituation, the GDCE necessarily has to make some adjustments. 

It is my hope, that the GDCE Batch 2 from Mimaropa would be able to become cultural warriorsand frontliners 
of the post pandemic future, as Dr. Ferdinand Lopez recommends: the new institutionaloutcomesin relation to the 
extended compass of Culture-based Education such as climate change and human induced risk to environment; 
biodiversity; indigenous communities; tangible heritage; diaspora; good governance; peace and justice; knowledge 
industry; creative economy; disability; food security; gender and sexuality; health and well-being; industry, 
infrastructure, and innovation; sustainable cities, town and municipalities; responsible consumption and production; 
cultural amnesia; social inequalities; and inclusive quality education.

During the first ever State of the College Address, Marinduque State College President, Dr. Diosdado P. 
Zulueta included in his address the Graduate in Diploma in Cultural Education. When the MSC President took the 
helm, part of his agenda, thrusts and priority is to embed the unigue Marindugue culture across curricula and the 
four-fold functions of the college. The GDCE on its second batch has served 32 Teacher-Scholars in Mimaropa. With 
the Php 1.3m funding from the National Commissionfor Culture and Arts for two GDCE levels, MSC has provided a 
platform for Marindugue, Romblon and Oriental Mindoro public school teachers to serve better the region. 

During the last decade, from 2009-2019the NCCA Philippine Cultural Education Program has materialized 
and continues to bear fruits its vision of Culture-sensitive and literate, empowered Filipinos. But to reach a critical 
mass, the Teacher-Scholars need to pay it forward not only to their respective students or schools, divisions and 
regions but to other sectors as well. The year 2020 was auspicious for Marindugue as it celebrated its centennial 
year of re-establishment as an independent province from Ouezon. However, it was also the beginning of the Covid- 
19 pandemic. This situation ushered in the new normal state affairs, necessary adjustments and retooling were 
done to adapt to the changing education landscape. 

PCEP has introduced modules for blended learning as GDCE transitioned to a better normal. MSC GDCE has 
supported the flagship PCEP project as a conduit institutionfor making Philippine Culture as the core of teaching, 
learning and pedagogy. Hopefully for the years to come, PCEP can pivot in offering other certificate/ diploma 
courses for heritage tourism, MAEd and EdD degrees for heritage studies and credit for elective or mandated 
courses. 

With the second level of GDCE, few more changes were made such as the typology and the seguencing of the 
courses: CulEd 205: Issuesin Cultural Education, 206: Media-based Cultural Documentation, 207:Local Cultural 
Mapping and 208: Development of Lesson Exemplars. Apart from the agile modules, reengineering the courses the 
schedule was also moved from summer to 1st semester. With the changing times, the GDCE needed to make the 
necessary adjustments. With the proceedings of CulEd205, a web symposium was sponsored by the class and 
involved The HEarth Movement and Balay Sibuyanon as a means of coming across the advocacy for the 
environment and social rulein culturelast September. Then, Sir Manolet Garcia mentored the Teacher-Scholars of 
Mimaropa during the CuEd 206 class. The GDCE Batch 2 had a world premier of their respective video 
documentaries— Ukit sa Isla”, “Ipinamalay Na”, Laot”, “Bila-Bila: Industriya sa Pusod ng Isla”, Lihim ng Dalawang 
Lumang Pantalan” and “Pataraka: Panata Noon at Ngayon".
